The inventions listed as Groups I-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Xhe invention of Group I is known in the prior art as 
evidence by Ramos et al (Molecular Biology of the Cell, September 2000); or Dong et al (Cancer 
Research, June 2001) wherein the references teach the role of PED/PEA-15 in tumor progression 
of skin and teach the mechanism of action of PED/PEA-15 affecting apoptosis in fibroblast cells 
(see for example teaching by Ramos et al at page 2870, last fiiU paragraph, or Dong et al, the 
abstract and page 4806, right column, T' full paragraph). The cited evidence prove that the 
technical feature of Group 1 does not make a contribution over the prior art. Thus, the claims are 
not so linked by a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of an invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
